REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Monroe: 

I herewith offer for your consideration my third 
annual report. 

It is a rather remarkable fact that the same 
teachers should continue to serve the town in the 
same schools for two successive years. It usually in- 
dicates satisfactory school conditions. The list of 
teachers with the number of pupils registered is as 
follows: North Monroe, Rosie B. Smith, 21; Number 
3, Anne A. Newton, 12; Monroe Plain, Violet M. D. 
Ward, 16; Pollard, Adine L. Lawler, 11. The actual 
number in school at present is but 49, an unusually 
small enrollment for the town. 

The State Board of Education has approved state 
aid for Monroe to the amount of $1,789.87. This sum 
will soon be received from the state. Under the re- 
vised law in order to receive state aid towns must 
raise a $5 tax on every $1,000 of the equalized valua- 
tion for the support of elementary schools. In Mon- 
roe this amounts to $2,389.12. 

Miss Underhill, the school nurse, made the medical 
inspection of the schools during the fall term. Since 
one year ago 16 cases of defects have received treat- 
ment and nine visits have been made by the nurse to

homes in order to explain to parents the need of treat- 
ment. I believe this is a very valuable educational 
work. 

During the year the school building at North Mon- 
roe has been painted, a new out house built and at- 
tached to Number 3, and 21 new desks installed at 
Monroe Plain. This is a long step in the right direc- 
tion. A small amount should be raised each year for 
minor repairs. The needs are mainly in the line of 
paper, paint, curtains and blackboards. School build- 
ings should be as attractive inside ,and out, as com- 
fortable and neat as the best homes in the community. 
Floors.and windows should be cleaned more frequent- 
ly. A nasty school room is a poor environment to 
teach that “Cleanliness is next to godliness.” 

The extension of the school year to 36 weeks is hav- 
ing a marked effect on the amount of work done in 
school. The handicap of the short school year is still 
noticeable in the case of the older pupils, but will soon 
be eliminated. This increase in the amount of work 
accomplished also increases the amount of books and 
supplies needed, adding to the cost of supporting the 
schools. 

I am grateful to all who have contributed in any 
way to the success of the schools during the current 
year.
